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Christian Patience in Connexion with the Distribution 
of the Holy Scriptures, 

The following remarkable instance of the power 
of Christian patience, in connexion with the distribu- 
tion of the Holy Scriptures, is given in the October 
number of the Monthly Reporter of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society : 

Colporteur Mills has finished another half year of 
his self-denying labours with good success. Among 


several incidents which this single-minded and hum-— 


ble labourer recorded, was the following: Eighteen 
months ago he was pursuing his honourable calling 
in Leicestershire district, when he came to a village 
where the staple manufacture is boots and shoes: 
here, in connexion with house to house visitation, he 
soon made himself well known. Passing down the 
street one day, his attention was called to a house, 
by the inmates knocking at the window and beckon- 
ing him to stop till they opened the door: Our col- 
porteur was ushered into a large room which served 
as a workshop, where he found a master shoemaker 
and a number of journeymen. On his admission the 
front door was instantly secured, and there followed 
a scene happily rare, in England at least, at the 
present day. Master and men clustered around poor 
Mills, and by every vile epithet with which they 
were aequainted stigmatized him and his work. In 
vain he expostulated, and begged to be permitted to 
go forth. Every attempt to break off the conversa- 
tion and get away seemed only to increase their fury. 
For half an hour everything short of personal vio- 
lence was used by these misguided men. At length 
he gibes and jests began to abate, before the meek 
and loving replies of our Christian friend. The 
master shoemaker asked him the price of his cheap- 
est book? He was told, “‘Tenpence ;” to which he 
‘replied, ‘‘ Give me one and begone.”? The door was 
opened, and the colporteur found himself once more in 
the street. Much cast down, but holding on in faith 
—“faint, yet pursuing”—he lifted up his heart to God 
that He would not let his Word return to Him void, 


even though cast into this apparently unprepared soil. 


Twelve months passed away, but not the remem- 
brance of this event. Mills found himself again in 
this village. He betook himself to the inn, set down 
his pack of books; but scarcely had he placed it in 
the corner of the room, before his tormentor of last 
year rushed in, saying, ““Do you know me?” 
“Well,” replied our colporteur; “I cannot soon 
forget you.’’ ‘Nor I you,’ said the other. “Do 
you know what we wanted when we kept you locked 
up for half an hour in our workroom? We saw you. 
zo down the street ; and one of the men laid a wager 
that although you spoke so fair and looked so good, 
if he could only get hold of you for half an hour he 
would make you so angry you would curse and 
swear like the worst of us. He had a fair opportu- 
nity, avd he signally failed. I was ashamed at the 
time of the part which I took. I knew not how to 
get rid of you. I therefore purchased the cheapest 
book in your pack, as a way of finishing our inter- 
view. When you were gone I threw the book on 
the table. It lay there the greater part of the day, 
apparently unobserved, but my mind somehow was 
constantly turning to that book. I shifted my place. 
I got nearer and nearer. I opened it and read a bit. 
When work was over I took it home. When all 
were still in bed that night, I struck a light and 
read a bit more. The book had a strange attraction 
for me; it got hold of me. The next night I did the 
same.” To make a long story short, God wrought 


| with that copy of the Scriptures spiritual miracles, 


which will redound to his glory through eternity. 
Mills found that a change, which the man attributed 
(instrumentally) to the blessed Volume left with him! 
under these disgraceful cireumstances, had taken 
place in himself, his wife, and several members of 
his family, and they had united themselves to a 
Christian church, and were living godly and relig- 
ious lives. rs

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The Christian World has the following paragraph 
on the circulation of the Bible in this country ; 


In the last three years not less than 100,000 cop- 
ies of the Seriptures have been sold to the Italians, 
We say sold in italics for two reasons: 1. To call 
the attention of those who give their money for help- 
ing us to supply Italy with the Seriptures to the fact 
that every precaution is taken against their destruc- 
tion by the priests. The poor man who pays even 
a little of his hard-earned gains for the holy Book is 
the one who will try to keep it. 2. To show how 
great is the desire of people to search the Seriptures. 
This desire may not always arise from the highest 
motives. It may be, in some, because the Bible de- 
nounces tyranny—in others, from curiosity; but 
from whatever motive it is read, the truth is God’s 
truth, inspired by God’s Spirit, who often makes it 
mighty to strike conviction to the heart of the most 
careless. Travellers ranging the country have come 
upon humble workman late in the evening, neither 
in bed, nor at the café, but occupied with the Bible. 
Others have found readers of the Scriptures, earn- 
estly intent on the study, lying on the banks of the 
Arno, or some other classic stream of Italy. The 
blessed results are attested,.not by the reports of 
the colporteurs, but more strikingly by the rapid in- 
crease all over the country, in the number of evan- 
gelicals. In the good providence of God, they have 
a Protestant translation of the Bible to read, made 
three hundred years ago by Diodati—Protestant 
because a very exact rendering of the original. 
There is no delay for a translation ; no necessity of 
reading a bad one. As in almost every other point 
connected with Italian evangelization, so in this 
vital point, God has wonderfully prepared the way 

for the evangelization of Italy.

The Bible in Turkey. 


A LETTER FROM OUR AGENT. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, June 6, 1864. 

My Drar Sir :—The annual meeting of the Mis- 
sion to Western Turkey closed this afternoon. It 
has been my privilege to be present at many of the 
sessions, and join the brethen in thelr review of 
the work of the past year. T éview was most 
instructive and encouraging. Even the discourage- 
ments have a blessing in them; and the lesson 
taught us by: the fact that a few who “did run 
well” have been ‘ bewitched,” so that they do “not 
obey the truth,” is that more must be done in the 
work of pure Bible teaching. 

The Ceserea station reported the sale of books, 
especially of Scriptures, as in some respects the 
most encouraging branch of their work. The in- 
‘crease in the sales of the Bible has for three years 
been steady and marked. The number of volumes 
of Scriptures and their parts sold in that, field during 
the last fifteen months, was reckor 800. Of 
these, 115 passed into the very pocr families at a 
reduced price, the fact and reason for their being thus 
given being written on the fly-] ich book, A 
native of Gemerek who bought one o 
erence Bibles in Armeno-Turkishy some little time 
since, has read it almost constantly, and: now says 
to the missionary, “If you are wise, you will labour 
to get this book into every house ; for wherever it 
enters it will work a revolution.” In April, ninety 
of these Bibles were sold at Mooniaysoon, and after 
a few days an order was received for ten more. In 
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many places where these Bibles have gone, those 
who have obtained them meet together for prayer, 
and bring their Bibles with them, and together search 
the Scriptures whether these things are so. 

In the field of which Broosa is the centre, more | 
than $300 were received during the year 1863 from | 
the sale of books, mostly Scriptures. The mission- 
ary speaks of the work of evangelism in that field as 
making decided progress. Of one place he says, 
‘““The Lord has opened a wide and encouraging door ; 
there are many inquirers, and an unusual degree of | 
religious freedom, with less of prejudice than is 
found in most places.” In another, a Turk, by pro- 
fession a teacher, is spoken of as much interested 
in the Bible, and distressed because it does not har- 
monize with the Koran. In the same place, a priest 
of the Armenians is in a hopeful state. Of another 
town, “it is refreshing to witness the love for the 
Bible shown by many.”’ The sign of progress in an- 
other is that several copies of the Word of God have 
been sold to them from adjacent villages. From 
another field we have the tidings that three Turks 
for a time attended the Protestant school quite reg- 
ularly, that they might learn the Armenian char- 
acter and be able to read our Turkish books printed 
in that character, and examine the truths of the 
Bible by means of the references. ‘These men have 
also had many discussions with the teacher and 
other brethren. In Aleppo, nine copies of the Bible 
were sold to Moslems the last week of April. In 
Adona, a Moslem chief from a neighbouring moun- 
tain district cdme in full dress, and with his attend- 
ants, to the Protestant bookstore, called for the Word | 
of God, bought it, and told his servants to take it to 
his home, that it might on his return be read to him, 
and that he might know the wonderful truths the 
Book contains. Too much should not be made of 
these statements. They are interesting as showing 
the direction which the thoughts of many are taking. 
In all parts of this field, much Scripture is being 
committed to memory by the young. In Morsoon, 
one young man learns a chapter a day, others a 
chapter a week, and others one a month. " 

Another item is that the youth in many places are _ 
forming little associations, the object of which is to 
supply the poor with the Word of Life gratuitously, 
or at a-reduced price, All these items tell us that 
there is hope, and the gain of the present over the 
past indicates the future. May our faith and labour 


be equal to the demands upon us! I have time for 
no more, ' rs

Central America». 
Letter of a Correspondent. Wy 
: CaLt, U. 8. DE CoLompra, August 19, 1864, 
Dear Sir :—Yours of June 22d has found me— 
not in Central America, as you had reason to expect 
it would from my last letter—but herein the inte 
rior of the republic of Colombia. I went to Cos: 
Rica after completing my observations in Nicare 
with the same end in view that I had in that § 
to wit, to find out its religious condition, and form 
my own opinion of what could be done there. In 
respect to the Bible work, I found that the Testa- 
ment and Bible had been circulated in some parts. 
I found, also, that the Chureh had strictly prohibited 
the use of ‘any but those purehased by the Catholie 
Church, with extensive notes, even declaring they 
would excommunicate those who made use of any 
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other. I found that the ignorant class, and, in fact, 
all the lower class, were strict in regard to this pro- 
hibition; and although they might have the book in 
their houses, yet they looked upon it only as a bad 
book, and one never to be examined. Of the educa- 
ted, intelligent class, there was less restraint; but 
even with those I think the cases are rare where the 
simple Word is read. There is still a connexion 
between Church and State in that republic, and the 
Church has in general the control of the education; 
but so far as I could judge, there would be far less 
opposition on the part of the Church than in Nica- 
ragua, for there is much more general intelligence, 
and the priests have much less influence. Not hav- 
ing Bibles with me, and from limited means not 
being able to remain till I could get a supply from 
Panama, I cannot say from any test what would be 
the effect of the circulation of the Bible. It is nat- 
ural for one’s views to change more or less in con- 
nexion with the increase of knowledge, and I confess 
that on the whole my examination of the condition of 
the two States in respect to their condition for the 
Bible has changed my opinions considerably as to the 
direct circulation of the Bible through an agent. I 
was anxious for an agent when I heard of San Salva- 
dor being free from the priest and open for the Bible. 
i was enthusiastic over a Bible movement in Nicara- 
gua when | found that the Bible had been circulated 
to some extent by private individuals, and had been 
read and was still being read, and when I found 
such eagerness to get it upon my circulating what I 
had; but I lost somewhat my enthusiasm when, on 
the last days of my stay there, I learned that in ev- 
ery church it had been proclaimed that every one 
who had received Bibles or Testaments from the 
heretic stranger and would not give them up should 
be considered excommunicated from the Church, and 
when afterwards I found existing a similar Chureh 
law in Costa Rica. These countries are not like 
the States. The masses here are so ignorant that, 
though they know the corruption of the priests, 
still they dare not go contrary to their instruc- 
tions. I know that we cannot expect every seed 
to catch and produce fruit; but when there is strong 
reason to believe that but a very small portion 
will produce, it is wise and prudent, if possible, 
to adopt another method of culture. I know the 
power of the Word, and God’s influence upon the 
minds and hearts of the people, and will pray on 


and hope on for the spread of that Word, and will 


rejoice over any kind of efforts made in these coun- 
tries to that end, though they may appear to me 
inexpedient and without results. Though I have 
not for a long time received any Testaments and 


_. Bibles from you, do not think I have given up work- 


ing with my own hands to give the Bread of Life 
to others. I found in Panama a large collection of 
Bibles and Testaments, about a thousand in all, 
which were sent from London* to a man there, to 
sold, he says, on commission. I found that if 
y continued there in that climate a year or two 
2 in the condition they were, that they would be 
entirely lost; and therefore, being anxious that so 
recious books should fulfil their destination, I of- 
fered to pay him London prices for them, and have 


been using them in place of yours, though I like | 


your books better. After my return to the Isthmus, 
I spent two weeks in circulating Bibles and Testa- 


ments in the towns in the interior, and then God |

opened a way for me to come south to Buenaventura, 
and from there here, through the valley of the Cau- 
ca, the very section which I had in view when I first 
came to the tropics. When I left Panama I put 
about five hundred of the portions of the Testament 
which I told you I had, into my trunks, and as many 
Bibles and Tesiaments as I could carry; and at all 
points where I felt that I could do good I have cir- 
culated the truth. I have found here, as in other 
parts, the prohibition of the Bible without notes hag 
been fully instilled into the minds of the people ; 
but here there is a difference not found in the other 
republics, z. e., the separation of Church and State. 
In most of the smaller towns where there were 
those who could read, I found them grateful for the 
opportunity to get the truth; but in most of the 
larger places the influence of the priests was such 
as to create suspicions against all foreigners, and 
very few would desire it. 

You mentioned in your letter of seeking an agent 
for Bogota. I think myself that for the present 
more could be done by an agent in this republic than 
anywhere else ; now is the best time here in all 
parts, I would recommend, in respect to such an 
agent, that he be not the bearer of the Bible alone, 
but of the publications of the Tract Society, and 
even in some cases of Appleton’s series of school 
books. I do not know as Bogota would be the most 
desirable headquarters, as I believe there is a well- 
kept Bible House there now. Better, perhaps, for 
the present, Medellin, the first city of the republic, 
situated in the State of Antoshia. Panama would 
be much better in nearly every respect as a centre 
for the Central American work. : 

I am still well, and doing as I can for the Master.

The Bible in Russia 

The Rev. Mr. Long, from whose reports on Rus- 
sia we recently quoted some passages on church re- 
forms, thus speaks of the work of Bible circulation 
in Russia: 

Bible circulation is increasing in Russia, and the 
holy synod of the Greek Russian church has itself 
put in circulation a new and improved version 
of the Gospels in Russ. The Russian clergy have 
never made, like the Council of Trent, a decree 
against Bible circulation among the people, and, 
though apathetic, put no bar in the way. I spent 
some time lately in the company of Kasim Beg, pro- 
fessor of Persian at the University of St. Petersburg, 
who is a Christian and greatly respected. He told 
me that he had translated the New Testament into 
the Tartar language, at the express request and 
with the aid of the Archbishop of Kazan, whom he 
describes as a man ready for every good work and 
word; he, in common with others, spoke to me of 
various elements of good at work in the Russian 
church. = 3 

At. Nijni Novogorod there was an immense as- 
semblage at the fair, probably about 200,000 peo- 
ple. Russian friends at St.Petersburg resolved to 
send this year a colporteur to Nijni for the sale of 
Bibles; but before he got halfway, there was such 


a demand that he sold all his stock, and had to write 


back to St. Petersburg to get a fresh supply for the 
fair. I saw copies of the Scriptures for sale in some 
of the shops at Nijni. The emperor came to Nijni, 


and it was quite surprising to witness the intense 
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enthusiasm that prevailed toward him among the | 
peasants. I went to service to the cathedral at, 
Nijni; he was present, and the shouts of the peasants 
as he ascended the steps were quite deafening. He 
has had the hatred of the nobles but the good-will 
of the people. I have had ample opportunities of 
seeing the working of the emancipation of the serfs ; 
it is literally the waking up of a nation. Schools 
are multiplying among the peasantry ; already there 
are more than 150,000 children in them, and in 
consequence the circulation of the Bible is rapidly 
increasing. A Russian nobleman, who lived in the 
interior of the country, told me that he had sold or 
given away about four hundred copies of the Gospels. 
One of the most hopeful signs of the Greek Church 
is, she has never interdicted the Scriptures. I have 
never found among Russians a suspicion of God’s 
Word. The holy synod are now publishing an edi- 
tion of eighty thousand copies of the Testament, 
which will be sold at fifteen copeks a copy, or about 
sixpence.— Methodist.

L. Swan, Francis Hall, and William Whitlock, Jr., 
Esqs., Vice Presidents. 

The Rev. Dr. Tyng read the second Psalm and 
offered prayer. 

Two new auxiliaries were recognised ; one in In- 
diana, the other in Colorado. 

Communications were received from Mexico, Cen- 
tral America, Brazil, Chili in regard to work in Val-

+ and Turkey, with gratifying accounts of the progress 
of the work. 

Grants of books were made, amounting to 36,696 
volumes, for various objects ; as, the house of refuge 
in New Orleans ; to the Freedmen’s Relief Associa: 
tion for South Carolina; for Cumberland hospital, 
Md.; to the Maryland Bible Society for paroled sol- 
diers and hospitals ; to Chemung County Bible Soci- 
ety, N. Y., for soldiers, hospitals, and prisoners of 
war, at Elmira ; to the Christian Commission, and 
others, including nine volumes in raised letters for 
the Blind, 

In money $500 was granted for circulating the 
Scriptures in the valley of the Engadina, Italy. 
Two additional colporteurs were appointed for 
Brazil. r 
_ A protracted discussion was had on electrotyping 
the Arabic Scriptures, and after thorough investiga- 


tion it was unanimously decided to undertake the | 


work. The Board voted to prepare four sets of 
plates as soon as may be, and others as circum- 


stances may demand, and the financial condition of 
the Society permit. 

It was a very full meeting 
interesting. 

The receipts for October were $44,850 61; 
issues, 111,470 volumes.

Summary of the Monthly Labours of the Agents of the 
American Bible Society. 

During the month of September, reports were re- 
ceived from twenty-five of the Society’s Agents, and 
the results of their labours are as follows: Auxilia- 
ries visited, 85; Bible meetings attended, 139; an- 
niversaries of Bible societies attended, 31; auxilia- 
ries or branch societies organized or resuscitated, 12 ; 
Bible sermons and addresses delivered, 196 ; letters 
written on the Society’s business, 1,353; miles 
travelled in behalf of the Bible Cause, 16,062; 
amount collected in the form of donations, $8,766 28; 
amount received in the form of sales, $3,687 28 ; 
amount paid into the Parent treasury, $12,538 51; 
amount paid into the treasuries of auxiliaries, 
$1,455 72; subscriptions received, $355 50; num- 
ber of families visited by Bible distributers, 15,862 ; 
number of families found destitute of the Seriptures, 
1,035; number of destitute families supplied with 
the Scriptures, 910; number of destitute individuals 
supplied with the Scriptures, 98; number of Sab- 
bath schools supplied, 11; number of copies of the 
Seriptures distributed in the army and navy of the 
United States, 1,973 ; number of volumes distributed 
by sale, 2,905; and the number of volumes dis- 
tributed by donation, 1,785.

Rey. Mr. W1Iizey, of New HampsHire, reports that the - 
annual meetings of the county auxiliaries have evinced 
a decidedly growing interest in the Bible cause in his 
field; and “‘ there appears to be,’’ he says, ‘amore set- 
tled purpose on the part of its friends to give it increas- 
ing aid.” 

Mr. GuiLp, of Ruopr IsLanp, in connexion with his 
other labours, is performing a good work by establish- 
ing Bible reading circles in his field.

Mr. Guild has already establishe 
several of these circles, and they all promise to do mu 
good, “Christian people in my field,” says he, ‘ 
pear to realize that our work does not cease whe r 
have simply deposited a Bible in every family which 
we visit; but that faithful effort should also be put 
forth to induce persons to study it when they obtain it.”

The Winsted and Colchester Bible Societies have just 
canvassed their fields, having visited 736 families, and 
found sixteen of them destitute, which were all supplied 
with the Scriptures excepting two, which refused to ac- 
cept of them on any terms. The city of Hartford, and 
a portion of Hartford County are now being -explored 
by the Rey. J. W. Denton, with very satisfactory re- 
sults. 

Rey. Mr. Dr Puy, of Western New York, writes: 
““My collections for the Bible cause in the congrega- 
tions which I have visited during the past month, have 
severally been larger than usual, notwithstanding the 
political and military excitement now prevailing.” 
While Mr. De Puy was attending the conference of the 
Agents of the Society in Chicago, in September, he pre- 
sented the claims of the Society in the Wabash Avenue 
M. E. Church in that city, and received a plate collec- 
tion at the close of the service amounting to five hun- 
dred dollars . 


Rey. Dr. SHELDON, of New JERSEY and DELAWARE, 
gives a gratifying account of the condition of our Cause 
mm his field. The Kent County Bible Society, Delaware, 
which includes the capital of the State, appears to be 
diligently and very successfully prosecuting its work. 
“Having recently explored the county, the society has 
appropriated $200 for the missionary work of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society.” The Delaware State Bible Society 
has closed another year of successful labour. Not long 
since it supplied its own field, and now it has voted 
$500 as a donation to the Parent Institution. ‘The Mid-» 
dlesex County, N. J., Bible Society, has had a year of 
increased prosperity, and is doing well.” In each of the 
above societies provisions were made to “furnish the 
divine Word to hotels, prisons, and soldiers going to 
the war.” 

Rev. Mr. SmirH, of NoRTHWESTERN OHIO, writes: 
“T raised on my field last month over fourteen hundred 
dollars for the Bible Cause, which I consider well under 
all the circumstances.” 


Rey. Dr. HartsHorn, of NORTHEASTERN OHIO and 
WESTERN VIRGINIA, says: “‘My cash receipts during 
the past month have been about $2,200, of which about 
$900 were from Western Virginia.” His statements 
in relation to the prosperous condition of the Bible 
societies of the counties of Mahoning, Athens, and 
Washington, are exceedingly interesting and encourag- 
ing. The receipts of the former amounted last year to 
$1,400; and those of the Athens County Bible Society 
to about $1,100. The friends of the Cause in Marietta 
have been exceedingly liberal during the year, more than 
twice as much as usual having been contributed there 
In relation to Western Virginia, Dr. H. 
says: ‘“ Our work in this new field continues to prosper. 
My receipts here for the past month are larger than those 
of any month preceding. The only drawback has been 
the deficiency of Bibles and Testaments, nearly one- 
half of those sent hither from the Bible House in June 
last having never come to hand, owing to the depreda- 
tions of rebel raiders, and the consequent suspension of 
railroad communication ; and yet, very much has already 
been accomplished.” The Brooke County Bible Soci- 
ety, in that State, has already completed the canvass 
and supply of its field. ‘The activity of that society,” 
says Dr. H., “‘ will be manifest, when I state that it has 
raised in this first season of organic life nine hundred 
dollars in cash for the Bible cause. Upwards of 1,000 


families have been visited; and all the destitute, which | 


was not large, supplied with the Scriptures.” In sev- 


eral other counties in this interesting field, the friends | 


of the Cause are awake, and putting forth noble efforts 
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to look up and supply those who are without the Word 
of God. 

Rey. Mr. Herr, of SournwestERN Onro, says: “So 
far as I can learn, the various auxiliaries in my field are 
ina fair working condition, their prosperity being im- 
paired to some extent by the political and other excite- 
ment of the day.” Champagne County Bible Society, 
in his field, has just completed the exploration and sup- 
ply of the county under its care, having visited 2,191 
families in the progress of the work; found sixty fam- 
ilies destitute of the Scriptures, and supplied forty of 
them, either by sale or by gift. 

Rey. Mr. Akms?TRONG, of NORTHERN INDIANA, reports 
for the past month having travelled in behalf of his 
agency over 800 miles, and remitted to the Parent Soci- 
ety $589 90. 

Rey. Mr. TERRELL, of Sournmrn Inprana, states that 
Shelby county, in his field, has recently been canvassed 
by a distributing agent, with the following results: 
families visited, 2,882; those which were found desti- 
tute, 293; all but two ‘of which were supplied with the 
precious Word, either by sale or by gift. In the per- 
formance of this work, the distributer travelled, chiefly 
on horseback, about 2,000 miles; and in the course of 
the canvass, he collected from the friends of the Cause 
in the county, $874 45, besides what he received from 
the sales of books. 

Rey. Mr. Garpnur, of MicuiGan, has resigned the 
agency of this Society for this important field. During 
the last month he has remitted to the Parent treasury, 
in New York, $1,825 07. Our best wishes follow him 
into his new sphere of Christian labour. 

Rey. Mr. Jones, of Iowa, furnishes us with a very 
satisfactory review of his labours in that important 
field during the last twenty-one months, the period of 
his official connexion with this Society. During that 
time he has canyassed the entire State under his care, 
and visited all the auxiliaries there, which number at 
the present time but one less than ninety; and the re- 
port which he makes of their operations and present 
condition is of a very encouraging character. 

Rey. 8. M. Bayziss, of EAsteRN KEnTUORY, states 
that “the excited condition of his field renders all Bible 
operations there exceedingly difficult and discouraging.” 

Rey. Mr. Wricut, of Missouri, says; ‘Our State is 
once more in a fearful condition, and in view of it, I 
confess to a feeling of great sadness; for, although these 
mentwho are now invading and desolating the State may 
soon be driven back, our Bible work, which was just be- 
ginning to show some signs of life, will probably suffer 
seyerely and long. But I hope thatthe dark day will 
soon be followed by a brighter one.” 

Rev. Mr. Dennis, of Kansas, has likewise resigned 
his agency in this new and difficult field, on account of 
declining health ; and it need scarcely be stated that he 
carries with him into his retirement the confidencerand 
esteem of the Officers and Managers of this Institution. 

Rey. Mr. Bust, of CALI¥ORNIA, among’ other partic- 
ulars of interest, reports that the Rev. Mr. Reasoner is 
now engaged in distributing the Scriptures along the 
“overland route,” and that he expects much good to 
result from the work when it is accomplished. “I rely, » 
he says, ‘“‘ very much on our agents being able to ad- 
dress the teamsters on the road, a hundred or more of 
whom sometimes put up at a single public house for 
the night. » “Our general work,” says Mr. Buel, “is 
progressing favourably. ay bern yn

its anniversary in the Presbyterian church in Fulton, on 
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the 14th of June. The receipts of the society for the 
past year amounted to $888 92, of which $656 46 was re- 
mitted to the Parent Institution. Meetings were held 
in the morning, afternoon, and evening, at which ad- 
dresses of great ability and interest were made by Rev. 
Messrs. Weed, Richardson (Agent of the Parent Society 
for Central New York), Emens, Ludlow, Foote, Fitus, 
Rey. Dr. Condit, Judge Tyler (the president of the soci- 
ety), and Recorder Harmon. ‘ Much interest was added 
to the meeting in the evening,” says the report, “by ex- 
tracts read by Mr. Richardson from letters received from 
an aged widow, now nearly eighty years of age, residing in 
Western New York, who has been for several years, and 
is still, engaged in knitting tidies; furnishing the yarn, 
and devoting the avails realized from the sale of these 
articles to benevolent objects. For some time past she 
has chosen to appropriate all in aid of supplying the 
destitute with the Scriptures ; and within the last year 
she has in this way contributed more than $100 to the 
American Bible Society. In one of her letters, she 
writes: ‘The approbation by our dear Saviour of the 
widow and her two mites is oftena great comfort to 
me. I have often longed to have the aged, especially 
aged females, know by experience how pleasantly old 
age may bespent inthis way. I feel sure that we should 
not then so frequently hear the complaint that ‘the evil 
days have come, and the years in which there is no 
pleasure.’ I dare not be found standing idle in the 
Lord’s vineyard. My labour of knitting is now all that 
Ican do for the blessed Cause of sending the Bible to 
the destitute—that dear, precious Book whose promises 
have so long cheered and comforted me on my lonely 
way, in my long widowhood.” Among the resolutions 
passed by this energetic auxiliary is the following: 
“ Resolved, That this society has learned, with gratitude 
to God, of the signal success which has attended the 
distribution of the Holy Scriptures in our army and 
navy; and we hereby tender our thanks to the Ameri- 
can Bible Society for its efficiency in this department of 
Chureh labour.” The society is in a very prosperous 
condition, and, under a very eflicient body of officers 
and managers, is nobly cultivating the important field 
committed to its care. 

Livineston County Brsie Socimty held its thirty- 
sixth annual meeting at Mount Morris on the 18th of 
October, and notwithstanding the inclemeney of the 
weather, the attendance was good. The reports which 
were presented indicated a growing interest in the Bible 
work, the receipts for the last year amounting to over 
$600. Addresses were delivered by Hon. George Hast- 
ings, Rey. Messrs. Butts, Franklin, Neill, Parsons, and 
Scoville, and the Hon. Charles Colt. Rev. W. H. De 
Puy, our Agent for Western New York, also was present, 
and “made some valuable statements, which will great- 
ly assist the officers of the society in prosecuting their 
labours for another year.” The secretary of the soci- 
e:y, Rev. F. De W. Ward, D. D., writes us that “ the so- 
ciety is devising largely for the future; and as there is 
the year for canvassing its field, our next annual report, 
it is hoped, will be much more complete and satisfac- 
tory than the one just presented.” This society, it will 
be remembered, is the one over which the Hon. Allen 
Ayrault, the liberal benefactor of the Parent Institution, 
80 long and so ably presided. The officers of the society 
are: Ephraim Cone, Esq., president; Rey. F. De W. 
‘Ward, D. D., corresponding secretary ; W. R. hd 
Esq., treasurer and depositary. 


NEW JERSEY. Mippimsex County Brauer Society 


held its fifteenth anniversary in the Reformed Dutch 


Church at Metuchin, on the 18th of September. A ser- 
mon was preached on the occasion by the Rey. J. G. 


Symmes, of ‘Cranberry: and addresses were delivered 
by the Rey. Dr. Ludlow, president of the Somerset 
County Bible Society ; Rev. H. Doolittle, delegate from 
the Hamilton County Bible Society; Dr. English, from 
the Young Men’s Bible Society of New Brunswick ; 
Rey. Samuel L. Tuttle, of the Parent Institution ; Rev. 
Mr. Burghardt, chaplain in the U. 8. army; and Rey. Dr. 
Sheldon, Agent of the American Bible Society for New 
Jersey and Delaware. The receipts of the society for 
the past year amounted to $695 52, and a resolution 
was unanimously adopted to increase them next year to 
one thousand dollars. It is worthy of record that the 
ladies of Metuchin did themselves great credit in the 
arrangements which they made for the entertainment 
of the friends of the Cause during the recess, and which 
contributed so directly to their comfort and convenience 
while they were in attendance at the meeting. A well 
selected corps of officers has the supervision of this 
useful and efficient auxiliary. 

Union County Bisie Society held a largely attended 
and very interesting annual meeting in the First Pres- 
byterian Church in the city of Elizabeth, on the 25th of 
October, Richard T. Haines, Esq., so long its honoured 
president, being in the chair. The receipts of the soci- 
ety for the year amounted to $1,452 73, being an advance 
of $320 on those of the year previous.

Genesee M, E. Conference and the American Bible 
Society. 

The following report on the Bible cause was 
unanimously adopted by the Genesee M. E. Con- 
ference, N. Y., at the annual session in Lima on the 
8th of October, Bishop Baker presiding: 

Your committee, after a careful examination of 
the statistical returns of the American Bible Soci- 
ety for the past year, find the following among 
other interesting items in those returns: 

The receipts of the Society, for the past year, 
were $560,578 60, being an increase over the receipts 
of the preceding year, of $137,990 60. The total 
number of copies of the Scriptures issued during 
the year was 1,500,564, being an increase of over 
250,000. There have been distributed by the Soci- 
ety to the army and navy, during the war, over 
2,000,000 of copies ; to the rebel prisoners who have 
fallen into our hands, over 100,000; to the Con- 
federate soldiers and their destitute families, during 
the past year, over 200,000; to the freedmen of the 
South, in schools and camps, over 18,000, and to the 
coloured men connected with the army many thou- 
sands of volumes. The donations of the Society to 
the U S. Christian Commission alone, for distribu- 
tion, have been over 900,000 copies. The foreign as 
well as the home work has also greatly increased 
during the year. While the contributions of the 
churches for the spread of the Divine Word have 
largely exceeded those of previous years, the demand 
for that Word continues also to increase, and is still 
largely in excess of the supply. 

In view of the above facts, your committee sub- 
mit the following resolutions : 

Resolved, 1. That the efforts of the American 
Bible Society to place the Holy Scriptures within 
the reach of all peoples—to place a copy in every 
family home, and as far as possible in the hands of 
every person, in the whole world; its numerous 
grants of funds and books for such purposes; its 
great care and remarkable success in meeting the 
extraordinary’ calls for appropriations to the army 


Committee. 
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and navy, to the freedmen of the South, and to the 
seceded States; and especially the world-wide cath- 
olicity with which its whole great work has been 
done, challenge the admiration and merit the confi- 
dence of our whole people. 

Resolved, 2. That the American Bible Society, 
with whose organization and operations for the 
spread of the Sacred Word the M. E, Chureh is 
fully identified, shall have our hearty sympathy, 
our increasing contributions, and our continued 
co-operation. 

Resolved, 3. That, as far as practicable, we will 
attend the various meetings of the town and county 
auxiliaries, within whose territory our congregations 
are located, and co-operate with the officers of those 
auxiliaries in advancing the work of home distribu- 
tion. 

Resolved, 4. That we disapprove of the practice 
of appropriating the funds contributed for the Amer- 
ican Bible Society, to any other purpose whatever, 
and that the collections which, in pursuance of our 
discipline and church usage, we take up in all our 
congregations for the Society, shall be forwarded to 
the Parent Society, paid over to the auxiliaries, or 
brought up to the conference. 

Resolved, 5. That we still have unabated confi- 
dence in the successful agency of the Rev. W. H. 
De Puy, a member of this conference, and that we 
pledge to him our cordial and hearty co-operation. 


ARMY AND NAVY. 


From our Army Agent in Virginia. 

We present in full the interesting report of our 
Agent for the armies of Virginia, and commend its 
statements to all who love the Bible and the soldiers 
and sailors who fight the battles of the Union: 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 27, 1864. 

My Dear BrorHer :—On the third day of this 
month I arrived at my destination as an Agent of the 
American Bible Society, for the purpose of superin- 
tending Bible distribution in the Federal armies of 
Virginia. For the period which has elapsed I will 
‘attempt a brief report : 


PLACES VISITED. 

My first duty has been to ascertain the actual 
state and existing methods of supply. It must be 
some weeks yet before I can approximate a thorough 
exploration of the field. I have been over a portion 
of it, taking a birdseye glance. ss 

I have visited City Point, and spent about three 
days at the extreme left of our army before Peters- 
burg, with the ninth and fifth army corps; stopping 
awhile at City Point General Hospital, and calling 
on the prisoners of war at that post. I spent a day 
at Fortress Monroe, Norfolk, and Portsmouth. I 
have also made a short tour to Baltimore, Annapo- 

lis, and Camp Parole. The remainder of the time 
I have laboured in this city and its environs, making 
a brief visit to Alexandria. 


EFFORTS MADE. 

It has been my privilege to converse with up- 
wards of thirty chaplains; in one instance, at the 
front, inviting together those of a corps, and holding 
a consultation about the Bible work; to confer with 
delegates of the Christian Commission, with pious 
Officers in the army, with soldiers in the breastworks, 


in tents, in barracks, and hospitals. I have also 
preached and attended religious meetings and funer- 
als in quite a variety of circumstances ; sometimes 
addressing a regiment drawn up in order for the pur- 
pose by its commanding officer ; sometimes mingling 
with a company of pious soldiers in social worship 
in the tent, or around a blazing fire beneath the 
starry dome; and sometimes, as on the last Sabbath, 
in the old Capitol and Carroll jails preaching to the 
“ spirits in prison,” 


IMPRESSIONS RECEIVED. 


I must not detain you to fill up this outline with 
many details, but will confine myself to stating a 
few impressions which I have received, with now 
and then an incident. 

1. I see no need of much change in the plan al- 
ready adopted for distributing the Scriptures in the 
army. The Christian Commission agents are always 
supposed to be supplied with Bibles and Testaments, 
and the chaplains participating in the work receive 
them from the Commission, and are generally, so 
far as I have seen them, of the opinion that such is 
the best method. 

The Christian Commission supply the army with 
admirable dexterity, so far as they can reach it. I 
think many more men might be profitably employed 
by them, in the army and navy, with primary ref- 
erence to this work. 

2. The business of distributing the Scriptures, in 
the places I have visited, seems in general to be 
wisely executed. Bibles are not commonly given to 
soldiers in camp or field. Testaments are given to 
those who express a desire for them. 

3. There is very little wanton waste of the Scrip- 
tures. Chaplains, delegates, and Christian officers, 
whom I have met, have, with a single exception, 
uniformly told me they never knew an instance. As 
a general thing, it appears to be true that his Testa- 
ment is the last thing a soldier throws away, except 
his musket. 

I have heard of a few cases of a different charac- 
ter from soldiers in the ranks. One man said that 
on one occasion, when they were preparing for a 
long march, he saw a soldier take his Testament 
from his knapsack and throw it away, remarking 
(no doubt from a troubled conscience he thus vainly 
sought to silence) that his load would be one hun- 
dred pounds lighter for that. A fellow soldier im- 
mediately replied that it would make his load a 
hundred pounds heavier. The informant said he 
would part with his shelter tent sooner than his 
Testament. Another said that when he became so 
weak he could not carry his Testament, he should 
be too weak to march. 

A colonel commanding the second brigade of the 
first division, Fifth Army Corps, told me he had 
often, when going into battle, seen the ways behind 
the soldiers strewn with cards, but never with Test- 
aments, In times of danger, they evidently prefer 
Testaments to cards about their persons, 

A soldier brought his Testament to a delegate, 
with the cover nearly worn off, the margin of the 
leaves worn to the reading and beyond, soiled, chafed, 
and rendered almost illegible by the friction of his 
long marches, often performed in the rain, and begged 
for a new one, that he might send home this old 
companion, to be treasured as a memorial of his toils 
and dangers. Very many similar instances have. 
been well authenticated to me. ms 
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4. The exigencies of war render the frequent re- 
supply of troops indispensable, They are often 
ordered upon some emergency—as a long and rapid 
march, or a charge upon the enemy—to throw away 
their knapsacks. In such cases they gradually lose 
their Testaments, together with everything else but 
their clothing and muskets. Many would throw 
away their rations sooner than this Bread of Life. 

5. From what I have seen and heard, I conclude 
that there is an increasing and earnest ‘demand for 
the Word of God in the armies of Virginia. Men 
in the breastworks receive and cherish it. Men in 
the camp weleome. it with eagerness. Men in the 
hospital, who have lost in battle everything but life, 
take it with a smile of joy and many expressions of 
gratitude, 

There are frequent cases of earnest importunity 
for the whole Bible. One man told me, a day or 
two since, that he had read it through seven times 
in the last seven years, and he could not bear to be 
without it. 

6. There is at present a very hopeful moral tone 
in the army. Never before, say the chaplains and 
delegates at the front, was there so much encourage- 
ment to work for the spiritual good of the soldier. 
There is an unwonted readiness to read and hear 
the Word, and to study it in Bible classes. 

The coming winter, whether we go into winter 
quarters or continue active operations as at present, 
will afford most encouraging and abundant work for 
the Christian Commission. At some of the posts 
the Spirit of God is already manifested with power, 
and hopeful conversions are constantly occurring ; 
and one circumstance which indicates the genuine- 
ness of the work is the immediate and spontaneous 
manifestation of a desire for the Word of God. 

7. In my visits to the naval hospitals of Ports- 
mouth and Annapolis, I was impressed with the 
thought that that arm of the service is too much 
neglected, both in respect to religious instruction and 
the supply of the Scriptures. 

These men suffer and die as others, and should 
be cared for. They are often taken prisoners. At 
Annapolis, on the 19th inst., 1 was called upon to 
attend the funeral service of six men, whose bodies 
had come in that morning with 700 exchanged pris- 
oners, these having died on the way from Richmond. 
During my six hours’ visit, I saw several others, 
who came in the same boat, in a dying state— 
brought to their end by their sufferings in prison. 

And those were moments not soon to be forgotten, 
when, with the efficient and pious chaplain of the 
hospital and two or three sympathizing soldiers, I 
stood beside the gasping sufferer, just able to say, in 
broken accents, that his trust was alone in Jesus, 
and that he was willing to die, and joined in singing 
that sweet hymn commencing— 

**Come sing to me of heaven, 
When I’m about to die,” 
and then knelt around the cot of the dying man, with 
his eyes riveted upon the lips of the speaker, to 
commend the departing spirit, in its transit from a 
world of cruelty and woe, to the welcome of angels 
and the bosom of Jesus. That seene will linger in 
my memory till it shall be recalled before the throne 
of Him who will avenge his own. 

Without a much larger supply of chaplains or 
Christian Commission delegates, religious worship 
on board most of our naval vessels must be very 
rare. The written Word, however, may be given 


there without delay; and this seems the least the 
church will be willing to do in their behalf, 

The chaplain of the marine hospital at Portsmouth 
was very earnest to have the Christian Commission 
employ a man expressly to visit the government ves- 
sels which are constantly coming and going at that 
port, and distribute the Word of God and other suit- 
able reading matter, and engage in whatever relig- 
lous services he could on the boats. He was ready 
to ensure him ample and highly useful employment, 

Judging from my slight experience, efforts of this 
description will be highly appreciated. Rarely have 
I addressed a more attentive audience than on 
Monday last, on board the Jacob Bell, a gunkoat 
lying at the navy-yard in this city. The men were 
called together and seemed glad to come. They 
listened attentively to what was said, sang with a 
sailor’s enthusiasm some pieces from our excellent 
army hymnbook (several copies of which we left 
with them), received a Bible, a small supply of 
Testaments, religious books and tracts, with evident 
gratitude. They promised to read the Scripiures 
and sing the hymns. I left them little doubting that 
salutary influences would proceed from these Testa- 
ments and hymnbooks. Should the Spirit of God 
attend them, the monotony of the sailor’s life may 
often be broken by the songs of heavenly melody, 

8. Thave taken some pains to visit prisoners of 
war, and have found them, to a great extent, ready to 
listen to the preaching of the Gospel, and gladly re- 
ceiving the Bible, At City Point I saw about fifty, 
mostly deserters, waiting to be transferred to more 
desirable situations. Four or five came in while I 
was there, and gave a thrilling account of their es- 
cape to our lines. Many more Testaments than we 
carried, would have been welcomed. 

One old man came pressing through the crowd, 
and politely asked for one, for which he thanked 
me. He desired my signature in it, which I gave, 
as an Agent of the Bible Society. 

Many offenders from our own army, also, present 
a hopeful field of Christian effort. Some of them 
are hardened, reckless men. But even among them, 
we find persons who are softened by the military 
discipline to which they are subjected. Yesterday, 
in the old slave pen at Alexandria, I found two 
men in solitary confinement, under the charge of 
murder. They each presented a somewhat subdued 
attitude, listened attentively to a few words of 
counsel, thanked me for the Testament, and promised 
to read it, One of them promised to yield to the 
terms of pardon it unfolds. 

There are some men in these prisons whose crime 
is that of being found outside their line after their 
pass had expired, and who had thus become exposed 
to the fate of deserters. As a city missionary, with 
whom I recently visited Forest Hall, Georgetown, 
was addressing a company of hare. men in that 
prison, and intimated that some of them might have 
got into prison by indulgence in the use of ardent 
spirits, one of them near me exclaimed, ‘We ALL 
did.’ Many of these men looked very sad when 
our stock of Testaments was exhausted and they 
were not supplied. ; 

9. I find there are a few oortiack in the hospi- 
tals who desire io have access to the Bible in their 
native tongues. We give them Testaments, but 
they would like to see the Bible. Would it not be 
well, for their accommodation, to place one or two 
copies, in each foreign language spoken in the army, 
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in the library of each hospital where such cases are 
found ? 
PROBABLE DEMAND. 
One word in regard to the probable demand for 


Bibles and Testaments for the coming month. There 
is every prospect that it will be large. As I have 


already intimated, the soldier seems to be learning 
to appreciate the Word of God. ‘This surely is an 
omen for good, and | trust will encourage the zeal 
and liberality of the churches. Many learn to value 
the Bible here who never read it at home. 

At Camps Stoneman and Distribution, where large 
bodies of soldiers are continually coming to stop a 
few days and get their outfit for the front, there is a 
constant and large demand, averaging perhaps 250 
copies per week each. These two stations would 
require more than two thousand copies a month. 

There are in the immediate vicinity of Washing- 
ton and Alexandria, including about forty hospital 
stations, upwards of ninety different military posts 
to be supplied with the Bread of Life through the 
delegates of the Christian Commission and the city 
missionaries, 

Add to these, three circles of forts which surround 
us, guarding the approaches to Washington, each 
containing a working force, and there is plainly 
something to be done in this locality to supply them 
with the Seriptures. 

There are probably from fifty to one thousand 
men at each of these posts. In some of the hospi- 
tals there are two or three thousand soldiers, and 
these continually changing. Most men come there 
from the battlefields, and are apt to be destitute of 
everything, Testaments not excepted. 

Besides these, we have to supply the vast army 
that lies behind our forty miles of breastworks in 
front of Richmond and Petersburg. 

But I did not intend to dwell much, at this stage 
of my observations, upon the extent of the field. I 
have only referred to a portion of it. 

The agent of the Christian Commission at this 
post thinks we ought to request, for the next monthly 
grant, 20,000 Testaments and 1,000 Bibles. I con- 
eur in that estimate, though with diffidence, as I am 
but recently upon the ground. 

If the whole field were explored and distribution 
prudently made, probably more would be required. 
But I do not expect to see the whole field thoroughly 
explored within the next month. Certainly the 
present number of delegates must be multiplied in 
order to do it. 

May God speedily send forth the right men in 
adequate supply to meet the demand of this most 
interesting field of Christian labour ! 

Permit me, in conclusion, gratefully to record the 
cordial and hearty welcome which [ have thus far 
received in the prosecution of my agency, and as 
the humble representative of the Bible Society and 
Christian Commission for the speciality of their 
work J have in charge. Officers and men in the 
army and navy seem ready to attest their reverence 
for the saered Volume, by politely furnishing me 
every facility for approaching the soldier, and learn- 
ing and supplying his wants.

The Bible in the Army. 

During this extraordinary and terrible campaign 
I have frequently noticed soldiers sitting in line of 
battle, with rebel pickets’ and sharpshooters’ bullets 
whistling over them, quietly reading the New Test- 
ament. Many who had been killed had left a re- 
quest that their soldier Testaments should be sent 
home with other precious trinkets, as memorial 
keepsakes for their friends. I have often found 
little groups of men listening attentively to some 
one of their number reading aloud from the Scerip- 
tures, and occasionally asking questions of one an- 
other, or making some doctrinal comment, Many 
of the men make a case of cloth, or pasteboard, or 
leather, or rawhide, to carry their Bible or Testa- 
ment in—a carefulness which they do not manifest 
for any other article they carry. I have many a 
time found groups of men glad to give up card-play- 
ing for some good and useful reading matter. They 
always apologize when approached kindly in such 
cases, by saying, “‘ Well, we must do something to 
fill up the time.””? And I think the amount of card- 
playing in a regiment is always in proportion to the 
faithfulness or negligence of the chaplain in the du- 
ties he owes to the men. I think full three fourths 
of all the men in my regiment now have a copy of 
the Testament or a pocket-Bible-—Chaplain 51st

The Bible among the Freedmen. 

A lady teacher, under the care of the American 
Missionary Association, in giving an account of her 
labours among the freedmen in Eastern Virginia, 
says: “I asked one of my pupils, about forty years 
of age, whose head has been like granite for hardness 
to make book-lesson impressions upon, ‘ What would 
you take for the knowledge you have gained within 
the last six months?’ She replied, ‘Madam, I was 
just thinking of that same thing this morning ;’ 
and starting up, with her whole soul in the answer, 
she said, ‘ Nothing, Lord! nothing !—money could 
do me no good when I leave this world; but this 
book’—holding the New Testament in her hand— 
‘the knowledge of this book will go with me into 
eternity: I shall always have the benefit of it.’ I 
thought, ‘ Here is true Christian philosophy—a little 
“fruit”? on one bush which will endure to everlast- 
ing life.’ ”’ 

Mentioning the renewed determination of the aged 
to learn to read, the teacher said, ‘‘To be able to 
read the Word of God was the great and crowning 
desire of their hearts, Said one, holding the New 
Testament, ‘I pray God to let me live till I ean be 
able to read this book anywhere, and when I die I 
want it buried with me.’ One woman, about fifty 
years of age, commenced to read in two letters the 
first of March ; she now reads quite fluently in the 
New Testament, and spells readily in three sylla-— 
bles, and has nearly committed to memory the Ten 
Commandments. What is still more interesting in 
her case, she gives good evidence of having found 
the pearl of great price.’’ Sa 

After giving an account of the conversion of this 
woman, the writer says: “She is trying to lead her 
unconverted husband to Christ, and is also teaching 
him to read. I gave her a new Testament of large 
print, the other day, and took her old one of saat 
print for younger eyes. When she was about 
leave the room, she went to the table, and (as she 
thought, unobserved) took up what was her little

Testament, and kissed it most affectionately, then Jaid 
it down carefully; as though it was hard to part 
with the book which had conveyed light to her mind 
and life to her soul.

The Young Soldier Bible Student. 

Rev. E. P. Smith, field agent of the U. S. Chris- 
tian Commission in the army of the Cumberland, 
relates the following incident relating to a soldier’s 
eager study of the Bible: 


Rev. Mr. T , delegate from Kentucky, is visit- 
ing the prison men. A few days since, he found a 
young man very eager fora Bible. He had read 
his Testament ‘all up,” he said, and when he re- 
ceived his Bible the next day, he could not conceal 
the glow of satisfaction which lighted his face. He 
sat down to it at once as a student, reading aloud to 
a group of prisoners in the yard, some of them com- 
ing up with a chain and ball. The next day, Mr. 
T. found his Bible student, with paper and pencil, 
collating and comparing passages. In other words, 
he was making his Bible, with an ordinary text, into 
a reference Bible, and so he continues now, “ search- 
ing the Scriptures ;?’? and when he finds a passage 
that matches or gives light upon the one in question, 
he is as glad as the woman with her lighted candle 
and piece of silver, and comes to Mr. T. to get a 
neighbour to rejoice with him.

that he may be taught to tell the truth.” I could 
only assure him that I hoped the fact was as the 
writer had stated ; but whether true or false, I should 
love to “give that man a Bible,” and every other 
man in Arkansas who needed one; for by his own 
admission, the Bible read and obeyed would make 
men truthful, and loyal, and good. : } 

A Welshman, who was lying upon his bed in the 
hospital, informed me that he, with eleven of his 
countrymen, had left Wisconsin each with a Bible 
in his pocket. His was now on his pillow. As I 
took it wp, he said, ‘“ That was my companion on the 
battlefield at Arkansas Post, as the bullets whistled 
about me. I thought of the Bible in my pocket and 
of my Saviour, and felt happy and fearless.” He 
further added, “None of us twelve have yet been 
wounded in battle.”

Foreign Work, 

CrentTraL AmeERrica.—We do not lose sight of this 
region as a field for Bible distribution. Several at- 
tempts have been made of late to establish an agency 
there, but they have failed of success. Is this proy- 


idential? A letter recently received leads us to 
think so. We insert extracts from it in another 
page. We shall still keep an eye on that country. 


Brazit.—The work of distribution still goes for- 
ward to some extent in Brazil. A ecolporteur, named 
P. C. Bastos, has laboured in Rio de Janeiro, Sao 
Paulo, and the city ef Santos. He has met with en- 
couraging success. The report says: ‘‘ As a result 
of these efforts, several persons are earnesily seeking 
to know the truth, and one man at least we hope 
has already found Christ as his Saviour. He now 
closes his shop on the Sabbath, and is striving to 
follow the law of the Gospel.” The colporteur is 
generally kindly received. He meets with occasion- 
al instances of contempt, but these are the excep- 
tions, not the rule. No public opposition to the 
work has been made. He has sold 183 Bibles and 
189 Testaments. 

Cxryiton.—The work of eolportage still goes for- 
ward in Ceylon in the hands of Mr. John 8. Tappan, 
Mr. Backus having resigned. Mr. Tappan was for- 
merly employed 2s a catechist and a colporteur un- 
der the mission of the American Board, and subse- 
quently was employed by the Wesleyan mission. 
An abstract from his journal may be found on anoth- 
er page. 

Cuit1.—The work goes on in Valparaiso much 
as usual. About fifty copies per month are sold at 
the depot in Valparaiso, and an application has been 
made for a supply for Lota—Spanish, English, and 
German Bibles. The sales at Santiago are small. 
A colporteur seems to be needed there to carry the 


| books to the people. 


Mexico.—The Agent writes that he had a narrow 


escape from death by thirst. In travelling through 


| Tamaulipas, from ignorance of the country he 


missed the watering station and so went nearly 


‘three days and two nights without water for man 


and beast. The suffering was singular and terri- 
ble. He adds, ‘‘ However it was soon all compen- 
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sated for, for I was led to an out-of-the-way ranche 
where I preached the gospel to several poor people, 
sold seven Testaments, and among my hearers were 
an old couple apparently over eighty. To see the 
old woman sitting Mexican fashion, on a raw hide, 
looking with streaming eyes up to me while I told 
her the story of Calvary, was ample compensation 
for the loss even of life.’

Constantinople. 

We insert the following passage from the Month- 
ly Reporter of the British and Foreign Bible Society, 
showing that suitable acknowledgments have been 
made by the Turkish authorities for the violent 
measures used in regard to the Bible depot in Con- 
stantinople : 

In regard to the recent acts of the Turkish police 
in forcibly closing the depot of this society in Con- 
stantinople, and taking official possession of the 
premises, the committee have the satisfaction of 
stating that an explanation has been offered by the 
government of the Porte, to the effect, that the 
seizure was made under an erroneous impression. 
An apology is therefore made for the act, as well as 
for the neglect of an acknowledged stipulation, which 
requires that premises held by foreigners shall not 
be liable to forcible seizure, except in the presence 
of some one deputed by the representative of their 
nation at the court of the sultan. It is now hoped 
that the work of the Bible society will proceed 
without interference, as heretofore. 

The president of the society has been favoured 
with the copy of a despatch, addressed by Earl 
Russell to the British ambassador at Constantino- 
ple, in which his lordship expressly states that the 
demands of the Bible society for the sale of the 
Scriptures by colportage, are, in his opinion, strictly 
within the limits of religious freedom granted by the 

_hatti-humayoun of 1856, and should be conceded 
by the Turkish government.

Jon Thorlakson. 

Among the Icelandic poets of superior merit, vis- 
ited by Dr. Henderson during his tour through Ice- 
land in 1814, particular mention is made of Pastor 
Jon Thorlakson, minister of the parishes of Begisa 
and Barka. This self-denying man subsisted there, 
not, like Goldsmith’s parson, upon ‘forty pounds a 
year,’”’ but upon thirty-six rix dollars, or six pounds 
five shillings sterling perannum! And of this sum, 
nearly one half went to his curate, who officiated at 
Barka. His residence was situated near the bay of 
Eyafiord, at the junction of three valleys. Near his 
little farm are a number of cascades of extreme 
beauty, and the prospect is bounded on every side by 
rugged mountains. When Dr. Henderson arrived he 
was at work in a meadow, it being the haying sea- 
son, but he immediately hurried home to meet and 
welcome the stranger, whom he ushered into his 
study through a door less than four feet high. The 
room itself was only eight feet long and six broad. 
At the farther end was the poet’s bed; while a little 
table, less than two feet square, sufficed for his lit- 
erary comfort. At this little table our Norse song- 


smith had translated “ Paradise Lost,” ‘‘ Pope’s Essay. 


on Man,” and a variety of German and Danish po- 
ems ; and was still enthusiastically engaged in turn- 
ing Klopstock’s ‘‘ Messiah” into the Icelandic, which 
was afterwards published. In 1816, the British and 
Foreign Bible Society published the Holy Scriptures 
in the Icelandie tongue, a benefit which deeply ex- 
cited the gratitude of Pastor Thorlakson ; and I hope 
the reader is now ready for an extract from this 
poem, called out by that auspicious event. It has 
been translated by the great Icelandic scholar, Pro- 
fessor Finn Magnusen, but we can hardly judge of 
its real merit, knowing it only in its English dress.

heart to him. 

If I have doubted the Spirit’s power to interpret 
God’s Word in its deepest and truest meaning to the 
heart of a child, these readings have convinced me. 

Mothers, Christian mothers, our little one is just 
like yours, a tiny, bright, every-day girl of four 
years, not wonderful or precocious. We believe in 
children’s story-books, and are constantly adding to 
her little library, but we buy no more “simplified 
Bible stories ;’? we just feed our darling with the 
pure milk of the Word unadulterated. ‘‘God is his 
own interpreter, and he does make it plain.” You 
may do it with like results to yourselves and your 
little ones. Read daily until Christ and the Twelve 
become real, lwwing people to them, and then the 
story of the cross and redeeming love will be simple, 
plain, and precious. God alone can tell what shall 
be the fruit of lives thus begun—hearts loving the 
Bible first and best, and stored with its divine pre- 
cepts and examples.
